NOTES OF THE WEEK.) 


An official recognition of the honourable and leading part that Lord 
Rothschild took in damming vp the waters which Messrs. Baring and Co’s 
difficulties seemed about to let loose, and saving the City from the most 
disastrous flood of failures with which it has been threatened this century, 
was given by the Governor of the Bank of England last week in replying to 
an address presented to him by the Stock Exchange. Mr. Lidderdale, 
whose own coolness and consummate grasp of the financial situation has 
been generally acknowledged, said to Mr. Rokeby Price and the other 
members of the Stock Exchange who had memoralized him: “ We may 
congratulate ourselves on the peace and quiet we are now enjoying, instead 
of the panic which would have followed the announcement of the failure of 


so great a firm—a panic which would have extended far and wide, and

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- reached far beyond these shores, When you thank the Bank of England, 


it is very important to bear in mind the willing and cheerful assistance that 
we have received from others ; in the first place from Lord Rothschild, whose 
influence with the Bank of France was of such assistance to us in obtaining 
those means without which we conld not have rendered. the aid we were 
enabled to give. Secondly, the help of Her Majesty's Government in the 


assurance of support if required, a support which it has happily not been 


necessary to claim. Equally valuable was the prompt assistance of those 
who subscribed to the guarantee fund, without which it would have been 


_ impossible even for the Bank of England to have undertaken so enormous a 


responsibility.” Thus we find the highest aathority giving marked prece- 
dence to Lord Rothschild even over the Government in his enumeration of 
services rendered, and impliedly mentioning him a second time in recognising 


the prompt assistance of those who subscribed to the guarantee fund. The 


Bishop of Ripon had already given very graceful utterance to the public 
appreciation of Lord Rothschild’s action, aad the Russian Finance Minister 
had shown his knowledge on the subject in a still more striking way. But 
the Governor of the Bank is above all men qualified to speak in this matter ; 


his voice is final and beyond appeal as of old was the judgment of Rome.

A CHAT WITH THE. LATE -HEINRICH - SCHLIEMANN. 


[FROM OUR BERLIN CORRESPONDENT. | — | 
Bertin, JAN. 4. 
The whole intellectual world deplores the death of the late celebrated ex- 
plorer, Heinrich Schliemann, who expired in Naples, December 20th, 1890. 
Through his excavations he has rendered memorable services to science, and has 
obtained for himself everlasting fame and an.immortal name. _ 

- His works were much earlier recognised in England than in Germany, and 
when a lucky chance gave me the pleasure of meeting him in 1880, he was only 
known to the most educated classes here. In Munich I gotinto the same carriage 
with Schliemann, who was travelling with his wife and children, Agamemnon 
and Andromache, from Athens to Leipzig, and we were soon engaged in a 
most interesting conversation. He was surprised that I recognised him and knew 
about his excavations, and therefore he became very friendly, and told me the 
astonishing history of his life—how he had commenced as apprentice to a 
merchant, and had always devoted considerable time to the study of ngoages : 
then he proceeded as book-Keeper to Messrs. Schriéder and Co., of Amsterdam, 
where, after having learnt English, Dutch, Spanish, Italian and Portuguese, he 
wished to acquire the Russian language. He was unable to find a Russian tutor, 
and only a Russian translation of ‘‘ Telemachus” was at his disposal. He learnt 
the book by heart, and recited the pages to a poor old Russian Jew. This is 
characteristic of his zeal and industry, and after gaining a complete mastery of 
the Russian tongue, he went to Rissia, where he earned millions through specula- 


tions in cotton and indigo. This money he devoted later on to carry out his 


excavations, and his enormous success, he added, was due to a great extent to the 
help of his wife, a Gre:k lady, who had assisted him in excavating and studying 
Homer. | | 

In 1880 the anti-Semitic agitation had commanced in Germany, and it is not 
Schliemann said he could not under- 
stand how educated men could support such’a despicable movement. He for his 
‘ve esteemed Jews most highly, and wherever he had met them he had always 
earnt to respect them. Amongst his friends in Athens he had some Jewish 
servants, and he praised most warmly their industry and knowledge. Years ago 
he told me he had a long conversation with Bismarck in Carlsbad about the Jews, 
and he (Schli-mann) had expressed himself in a like manner to Bismarck. 
Bismarck asked him whether he had not remarked that the Jews were healthier 
than the Christians, and especially in epidemic illnesses their percentage was 
much less. Schliemann confirmed this opinion, and stated that according.4o his 


belief it originated in the Jews being moderate in drinking, and through their 


dietary laws being more careful in the choice of food. | 
Schliemann related to me that he had placed his treasures in the South Ken 
sington Museum, and that he had a special patron in Mr. Gladstone, who was one ¢ 
the best Greek scholars. Mr. Gladstone had especially favoured him by walt 
the preface of :his book on excavations at Mycenw. I asked Schii@mann 


| whether he was coming to Berlin from Leipzig, but he said he preferred to 


‘to London rather than to Berlin, as he fancied in London they were more 


“interested in his works. . Nevertheless, next year, 1881, he visited Berlin, and he 


was soon convinced that here also they appreciated and recognised his fame. He 
was honoured and celebrated as rarely any other man. The freedom of the city 
was conferred upon him, and, as a token of gratitude, he.brought the greater part 
of his treasures to Berlin. | 
A knowledge of Homer was for Schliemann “his ideal ;” he swore by him 
and his words. He wascharmed when I recited to him different passages out of 
the Odyssey.” He said he never would have believed so much Greek was 
taught at a “Gymnasium.” In parting he requested me to read one hour daily 
Homer in the original, for he was convinced it affords endless pleasure, satis- 
faction and enjoyment.

AUSTRALIA. 


A distinguished success has been achieved by a promising Jewish art-stndent 
in Melbourne.
